It must be fer- 


tilized as in the Oriental countries. 
This is done by breaking off the capri 
tig fruits and tying them to branches 
of the edible Hg. The blastonphaga, 
the insect which is the fertilizing 
medium then issues from the former 
covered with pollon, and crawls into 
the Mower of the latter and fertilizes 
them. —California Cultivator. 


Experiments in Preserving Fruits 
Recognizing the autisceptic proper- 


ties of peat, the Germans have utilized 
it in preserving fruit for the winter 
market. The peat was sifted and was 
perfectly dry 
RTK! into this apples 


were packed without any wrapping. 
They kept in ^perfect condition while 
the same fruit packed and stored iu 
the usual way spoiled. Varieties that 
had rough skins or were rusty acquired 
a disagreeable taste while those with 
smooth skins were unaffected. It is 
recommended that traits with rough 
or rusty skins be wrapped iu paper 
before putting them into the peat. 
It 


is also recommended that the fruit be 
| kept in the peat until it is desired to 


j use it as it spoils as rapidly after re- 
moving as fruit which Has been placed 
in cold storage. 


This is a pointer for our Orange and 


Los Augeles County apple growers. 
The peat deposits are inexhaustible in 
those localities. 
There are few large 


districts in the state which do not 
have peat, deposits of more or less ex- 
tent. If this material will supplant 
the cold storage process to some ex- 
tent, tho shipment of peat to districts 
which do not possess it, will uo doubt 
be one more item added to our already 
long list of industries. 


Would it seem worth while to test 


tlie value of raw peat in shipping 
green fruits to distant markets'.' This 
might lie done with slight expense, 
though the experiment would tell the 
tale. 


mer as to foliage, vigor, freedom from 
fungi, size or crown, disposition to 
throw out runners, and hinds of fruit 
buda developed. The following spring 
the plants scoring the 
highest are 


allowed to fruit aa soon as blossom 
buds are removed, and when the fruit 
is sot, alJ tho berries except two or 
three on each stem are removed, and 
the size, color and firmness of the 
ripened fruit noted. Plants making 
the highrst record are allowed to make 
runners for 
the 
following 
spring 


planting. This method of selection Is 
kept up every year. 


In the permanent bed, plants are set 


30 inches apart in rows 30 to IM5 inches 
apart. The runners laid eo that the 
plants stand about 10 inches apart in 
the rows, after which all runners are 
cut off. It is claimed that berries 
grown iu this way are large, of ftn 
even size, bright In color and rich in 
flavor. Tho yield is also larger than 
by any other method tried. Frequent 
tillage is practiced and so is irrigation 
when needed. 


Some Hints on Thinning 


There is every reason to expect that 


the vigorous thinning of both apricots 
and peaches will be necessary this 
season in order to meet the require- 
ments of the canners for large fruit. 
This is one of the most heart rending 
tasks which the orchardist has to per- 
form. It is n-g a pleasant thing by 
any means to attack a tree loaded 
with small fruit, with all its promise 
of a heavy yield, and strip it almost 
bare, to see the ground covered and 
apparently no fruit left on the tree to 
mature. 
A friend, 
in speaking of 


thininng fruit, said he never had the 
courage to thin his own fruit, the 
only way he could get it properly 
doue was to call in outsiders who had 
no interest in it, and let them do it 
for him. In thinning, the work should 
be done with much 
judgment, as 


much so as in pruning. 
The fruit 


should not bo clawed off in some 
places aud left untouched in others, 
but tho whole tree should bo gone 
over limb by limb, aud all the sur- 
plus fruit removed, leaving tho speci- 
mens about eight inches apart. Thin- 
ning should bo done as early iu tho 
season as practicable, in order that 
(.ho v.liulo slrcijgth ui tho true limy be 
forced into tho fruit that is loft. 


Fighting Red Spider 


Red spider has already put in its 


appearance and it will not be long 
before its baneful effects are observed, 
especially ou the almond, of which 
tree it is the greatest pest which we 
have to contend against. The best 
remedy is still the old sulphur treat • 
mout and this should be thorough. 
An especial point to be observed in 
sulphuring for the red spider is that, 
only the best quality of sublimed 
sulphur can be used. 
A cheap article 


of pulverized sulphur is sometimes 
sold to the orchardist as tho proper 
thing, but this, like a cheap article 
of Paris green, sometimes used for 
codling moth, is worse than useless. 
It is at once a waste of the purchase 
price, the labor of applying it 
and 


the crop it is intended to save.
